oyal Commission in Great 
Re lp Has Algae Re- 
ported Favoring Step 


London, Oct. 25—Coinecident with 
the movernent for the nationalization 
of land and railways comes a demand 
for the nationalization of the canals of 
the kingdom. 

Already a royal commission has re- 
ported in favor of such a step, and 
this is now supplemented by munici- 
palities like Birmingham, which urge 
unification under a national control- 
Jing authority and the expropriation of 
the rights of the present owners. as 
the only remedy for the present stag- 
nation of the British canals, 

It is pointed out that the multiplica- 
tion of ownership strangles the devel- 
opment of the country. The average of 
these ownerships Is only 28 miles. In- 
deed, there are seyen ownerships be- 
tween London and Birmingham. 

The demand for canal nationaliza- 
tion has been reylved largely as a 
consequence of the hostility of the rail- 
ways to local traffic and their conse- 
quent increase in freight charges, 
which prevent the cheap transport of 
food products. Incidentally it has been 
discovered that the railway companies 
own half the canals and hold them in 
{dleness rather than allow water com~ 


petition.

The conseryatives on the other hand 
aré running Sir Rufus Isaac's old 
opponent, Captain Leslie Wilson, who 
has the constituency well nursed, and 
has given Sir Rufus a hard fight on 
iwo oecasions, It is generally con- 
ceded that the seat is as good as lost 
to the liberals,

Oct. 25—The Unitea 
sovernment is preparing to 
notify the nations of the world gener- 
ally that any interference in Mexican 
affairs will be regarded as unfriendly 
to this government. 

President Wilson, Secretary Bryan 
and Counsellor John Bassett Moore, of 
the state department, have ex- 
changed ideas on what the proclama- 
tion to the world should express. It 
Will be communicated to foreign go- 
vernments everywhere in line with the 
policy established earlier, of keeping 
other nations informed of every step 


taken in its handling of the Mexican | 


problem,

definition of the policy ef the United 
States towards the defacto authorities 
in Mexico, reiterating the principle 
that recognition can be given on this 
hemisphere only to governments 
founded on law and order. 

Farlier yesterday it was expected 
that it would be only a matter of a 
few hours when the proclamation 
would be made public, but last night 
it was practically decided to hold the 
matter in abeyance for several days, 
at least until after the election in 
Mexico, Sunday. Two things, it is 
known, have contributed to the deter- 
mination of the government to define 
its policy—the presentation by. Sir 
Lionel Garden, the British minister to 
Mexico, of his credentials immediately. 
after Huerta had proclaimed himself 
dictator, and the despatch of several 
war vessels to Mexican waters, 

The British embassy here yesterday, 
at the direction of the foreign office, 
oflicially advised Secretary Bryan that 
the British. government pronounced”as 
unauthentic the now famous interview 
credited to Sir Lionel, expressing the 
view that the United States did not 
understand conditions in Mexico, 


French Attitude Pleases, 


Another incident last night that was 
regarded with significance was the 
assurance that came from Ambassador 
Jusserand to the state department that 
the French government, in sending a 
warship to Mexican waters, did not in- 
tend in any way to embarrass the 
United States,

There is a possibility that if the 
powers indicate further unwilllfngness 
to embarrass the United States that 
this government may withhold its pro- 
nouncement, but some officials were of 
the opinion that sooner or later such a 
declaration, which they regarded as 
tantamount to a reaffirmation of the 
principles of the Monroe doctrine, may 
be required.

Mexican Rebels Repulsed. 

Mexico City, Oct. 25.—The Ward 
line last night received a despatch 
Stating that the rebels have been re- 
pulsed at Monterey with heavy losses 
by the local garrison, who were rein- 
forced by the troops of Generals Gar- 
jranza, Pena and Anaya from Saltillo 
land Hiplito after 10 hours of fierce 
fighting. 

The despatch was from General 
Iberri, federal commander at Monterey. 
It said that the rebels, under Jesus 
Carranza, numbering 6,000, attacked 
from the north and west and fought 
tiéir way to the outskirts of the city. 
They were battered by the artillery on 
Obisho hill, to which they replied with 
two cannon and several machine guns. 
The garrison was in a bad way when 
Generals Pena and = Carranza, with 
1,500 men, and General Anaya’ with 
1,000, arrived and caught the rebels on 
the rear and the flank. 

The despatch estimates the 
loss at 800 men. * 

Diaz to Capital. 

Mexico City, Oct. 25.—The supporters 
of General Felix Diaz look for him to 
arrive in the capital today from Vera 
Cruz, President Huerta Is said to have 
advised General Diaz to come, in view 
of the various stories that have growu 
out of his halt in Vera Cruz, 

Nelson O'Shaughnessy, the American 
charge d'affaires, says he considers the 
report circulated in the United States 
that the French minister had called a 
meeting of the members of the diplo- 
matic corps to devise a plan for avert- 
ing a crisis as fiction. 

The minister of war yesterday gave 
denial to a report that the members of 
President Huerta’s staff had been ar- 
rested. Investigation in other quarters 
also proved the report to be untrue. 

Initialed in London 

Paris, Oct, 25.—'The initiative in the 
matter is understood to come from 
}fondon, It is pointed out here thar the 
joint economic interests of Europe in 
Mexico exceed those of the United 
States. It Is felt there should be a 
concerted policy on the part of the 
United States and Europe.

“It will be urged by our opponents,” 
he continued, “that with five men in 
full control of city business, they willbe 
in possession of too much power. 7 
tell you, my friends, [am not atraid 
of power, as power, where it. is pro- 
perly balanced by responsibility. With 
the system of five commissioners, el- 
ected by the people, and not appoint- 
ed by a council, you have five men in 
eontrol of your city’s) business who 
are appointed by all the people for all 
the city all the time. You ask what 
are the means for keeping them res- 
ponsible? For answer, I will appeal 
to that great Trinity of Civic Pro- 
gress: The Initiative, Referendum and 
Recall.” 

AS a practical illustration of the 
workings of commission government, 
Mr, Hindley gave a sketch of a day’s 
business in the city hall of Spokane. 
The five commissioners are on the Job 
eight hours every day but Sunday, At 
11 each day there {s a public hearing, 
at which any citizen may make 2 com- 
plaint, Satisfaction is guaranteed to 
him on the spot, even if it Involves an 
automobile trip to the scene of the 
trouble. There was no shunting a tax- 
payer who had a grievance all the way 
from the mayor to the Janitor; no po- 
litical Jobs; city work was given to 
citizens and not to imported Itallans. 

Referring to Edmonton itself, Mr. 
Tlindley declared this cicy.was the envy 
and the marvel of all who knew her, 
for the reason that she was the proud 
possessor of her public uttlities, He 
declared that in his intercourse, with 
the business men of Edmonton. during 
the day of his visit, he had been won- 
derfully Impressed by the spirit which 
prevailed pmong them—a spirit of civic 
pride, whieh he was sure would, with- 
out a doubt, ullimately rescue this clty 
from what he termed a ‘most> effete, 
antiquated and obsolete form of civic 
government.” 

The speaker referred to the fact that 
before he entered the civic arena he 
had been seven years a Congregation- 
al minister. 

“T tell you.my friends, T received

The amendments tothe rural muni- 
cipalities act, ulways« fruitful subjects 
for discussion, came up toward (he 
close of the afternoon session, and agi- 
tated the committee*of the whole con- 
siderably. Such a variety of views has 
never been presented onthe floor of 
the house. Even=Mre> John Glenden- 
ning, the sphinx ‘of, Nanton, broke his 
golden rule of silenced, and spoke for 17 
seconds, Mr. Glendenning was clear- 
ly not himself, because:he immediate- 
ly walked across the chamber and sat 
down in Mr. Spencer's. seat.

Threshers' Lien Adjusted. 

After exhaustive Consideration, the 
threshers’ lien bill was amended in 
some particulars. In the case of grain 
being retained by a thresherman_ to 
secure y~ayment for threshing, and sold 
at the nearest available market, as the 
act provides, the thresherman is allow- 
ed four cents per hundredweight — tor 
hauling the grain for the first six miles 
or less, and three-quarters ofa cent 
per hundredweight for ‘each addition- 
al mile to market, this amount to be 
deducted from the proceeds of the sale. 
In no case must the haulage charge ex- 
ceed 20 cents per hundredweight. 
after cach set. The existing law re- 
quired to sign certificates that their 
machines have been cleaned of weeds 
after each set. The existing la wre- 
quires such cleaning, but to make sure 
that it is done, certificates will be pro- 
vided,

license law was under discussion in 
committee of the whole, several mem- 
bers spoke in strong terms against the 
conduct of certain kinds of clubs, The 
granting of Uquor Heenses to clubs 
upon payment of the same fees as 
those charged to hotels. was) opposed 
by Mr. Tweed!e, of Centre Calgary; 
Mr. Hoadley, of Okotoks; Mr. Ewing, 
of Edmonton; Mr. Kemmis, of Pinch- 
er Creek, and Mr. McCallum, of Vegre- 
ville. They contended that no more 
club licenses should be granted, and 
efforts should be made to regulate the 
clubs already licensed, Some of the 
clubs were a disgrace to the province, 

Attorney-General Cross. said the 
amendment was intended to checlre the 
evils complained of, 
could not discriminate.

number of clubs and elevate the club 
One of the 


standard, requirements, 


he pointed out, would -proyide that 
clubs should supply meals or sleeping 
accommodations for their members. 
Department regulations would require 
elubs to furnish the department with 
the names cf their members. The 
whole trend of the amendments, said 
Mr. Cross, was to check the multipli- 
city of clubs and make them real clubs 
and not merely private buffets. . He 
believed, the proposed law should be 
tried for a year and If it did not work 
out satisfactorily, other amendments 
could be made, 
Railway Motive Power. 

Among thé statute law amendments 
was u section permitting the Bassano 
Flectric Rajlway to change its name 
to the Bassano & Bow Valley railway, 
and to utillze any motive power other 
than steam, This and other synilar 


changes made by other roads would 


indicate that gasoline or petroleum 
will soon be extensively used as mot- 
ive power by light railways in Alber- 
ta, and the hope is expressed by mem- 
bers’ that native oil fields will supply 
the material.

ORDER NAVIES NOW 
DONT WANT THEM 


Argentine and Brazil Attempt 
to Bluff Each Other by 
Ordering Navy, 


London, Oct, 25—A_ cérrespondent 
story of the naval rivalry between the 
Argentine republic and Brazil, culmi- 
nating in the sale of a Brazilian war- 
ship built on the Tyne. Four years 
ago, Brazil ordered two dreadnoughts, 
but gave a provisionil order 1or oa 
third, The Argentine repulbitie decia- 
ed to reply in kind, but as the result 
of diplomatic pressure from the Tnited 
States, the orders were placed with a 
shipbuilding company of Quincy, Mass., 
and with a company at Camden, N.J. 
But it now turns out that the Argen- 
tine republic is not taking these ships, 
and as Brazil is temporarily financially 
embarrassed, she is ready to sell the 
ship which was built for her on 
Tyne and which was launched in 
January last. When it became known 
that Brazil was selling, Turkey began 
negotiations for its purchase and so 
did Greece, although neither are in the 
position to afford such a luxury. This 
having come to the ears of Russia, 
that government now is after the 
dreadnought, thongh it is doubtful if 
it is very much in earnest in its nego- 
tiations.

Fifty-four Bodies Are Recovered 
| From the Dawson Coal Mine 


Total Deaths Now Conceded to be 265—209 Bodies Said to 
be Still in Shaft—Work of Rescue Continues and Two

SCREAMING EAGLE 


London Journals Express Hope 
~ England Will, Maintain 
Mexican Stand, 


THINK U.S, PAPERS ARE 


= Public Trusts England Wil} Not 


Let Desire to Maintain 
Friendship With 
Cause Weakness, 


Lonaon, Oct, 25.—While public opin- 
ion here is not disposed to regard the 
statements appearing in the United 
States press at the present time, in re- 
gard to the Mexican crisis, as giving 
accurate pictures of the relations be- 
tween the United States and Great Bri- 
tain, fear is finding expression, It is 
that England, as heretofore, may back 
down before what some of the editorial 
writers term, the “screaming eagle.” 

In view of the record of Sir Edward 
Grey, forelgn minister, however, the 
more responsible journals express, Ob 
the whole, the confident hope that theré 
will be no undue weakness shown at 
the foreign office. 

It is pointed out as being not al- 
together insignificant that Mr. Hearst 
owns a very large tract of land in 
northwest Mexico which would be 
fabulously prodictive if it were devel- 
oped and irrigated. 

Nothing issknown at the foreign of- 
fice of the interview reported to have 
been given by Sir Lionel Garden, Brit- 
ish minister in Mexico, on the present 
sitnation, which means that it is almost 
certain to have been faked. 

The foreign office also states that 
rumors of tension existing between the 
governments of Great Britain and the 
United States are quite unfounded... 

Yesterday's defiance of the United 
States by Huerta afforded great ro- 
Hef to the foreign office, whick was 
devoutly hoping that Huerta’s warn- 
ing and holding up of an American ship 
by a Mexican gunboat would = force 
American interventions Such an eyen- 
tuation would let England slip easily 
ot of a very unpleasant and ticklish 
position, as it would leave Mexican af- 
fairs in American hands.

Mexico City, Oct. 25—“I shall make 
no reply to any further inquiry on the 
subject," was the only answer Sir 
Lionel Garden, the British minister to 
Mexico, made when informed last night 
that the British foreign office, through 
the embassy at Washington, had de- 
nied to the American state department 
the authenticity of his utterances re- 
garding the United States  govern- 
ment’s lack of understanding of con- 
ditions in Mexico. 

Sir Lionel appeared to be slightly 
annoyed by the importance that had 
been attached to his Interview. Ask- 
ed if he desired to make a formal de- 
nial.of the interview through the med- 
ium of the press, the minister repeated 
the statement above-—that he refused 
to carry the controversy further. 

The Rritish minister finds himselt 
the object of much interest on the 
part of the newspaper men who are 
besleging him for further comment on 
the Rritish-Amertcan controversy, Dis- 
patches shown him, saying that. the 
British newspapers believe him to have 
been misquoted, failed to move him te 
a denial of the statements recently 
eredited ta him. 

Sir Lienel appears to take the ground 
that his opinion has been given undue 
importance, and that it should not have 
Deen construed as a criticism of Wash- 
ington. On the subject of the methods 
which should be employed to end the 
strife in Mexico, the minister, while 
frankly willing to express his private 
opinions, declined to authorize a furth- 
er statement.

Weare not prepared 
to sacrifice the friendship of the Unit- 
ed States at the dictation of a few 
rich spectiators.. “Let the foreign 
office understand that.” 
. The Daily Mail-complains of Presl- 
dent Wilson's sphinx-like silence con- 
cerning his plans for.solving the Mexi- 
ean difficulty. It says he refuses to 
recognize Huerta, but offers no alter- 
native solution. 

“If he would frankly show {n what 
direction his way les, The Daily Mail 
says, “it would facilitate the task of 
British statesmen who, like himself, 
are solety concerned ‘to restore to 
Mexico the boon of a lasting peace.” 

The Daily Chronfele protests that 
Great Britein has no desire to add to 
the diffcultles of the United States, 
and expresses the:hope that the elec- 
tion in Mexico will not be too closely, 
scrutinized, and that it will insure the 
selection of a president who can work 
with American support. 

What British Papers Say. 

London, Oct. 25—The Westminster 
Gazette, a government organ, says that 
while England has’ great interests in 
Mexico, she cannot.take the same Ha- 
bilities or responsibflities in regard to 
that country as the United States does, 
although the fact of her not doing so, 
constitutes no sort®of hostility to the 
United States. (it) 

The Pall Mall Gagette, an opposition 
newspaper, says: ‘Provisional Prest- 
dent Huerta’s dechjration to the diplo- 
matic corps in Mexico ‘City Is full of 
superficial common sense. 

“But despite the self-defiance ordin- 
ance by which he withdraws his can- 
didature from the presidency, and des- 
pite the promise of the Mexican gov- 
ernment not to Interfere with the el- 
ections, General Huerta will remain 
dictator when the polls have been de- 
clared.” 

The newspaper points ou that the re- 
cognition of the existing government 
does not constitute support of it, and 
continues: 

‘If Great Britain were, indeed, sup- 
porting a man whom the United States 
declines to recognize, the relations of 
the two countries would. be badly 
strained, but there is not, and never 
had been, any question of such action 
on our part.” 

The Pall Mall Gazette concludes that 
England can have no complicity with 
any league of European nations to 
thwart the policy of the United States 
on the American continent. 

The Standard says: “England’s only 
attitude in regard to Mexico is one of 
strict neutrality. Even the Monroe 
doctrine itself cannot compel England 
to refrain trom recognizing a 
whom an independent nature has in- 
terested with the government.” 

The Globe, in a long editorial article, 
says: “Great Britain has no desire or 


anybody over the question of Mexico. 
She recognizes that conditions in Mexi- 
co. particularly concern the 


States, and as long as her own com-/ 


mercial interests and the rights of her 
nationals are respected, she cannot be 
greatly concerned In the matter. May- 
be Great Britain recognized provision- 
al President Huerta for reasons not 
particularly obvious, but this country 
does not share the illusion apparently 
cherished by the United States, that 
Mexico has reached a stage of consti- 
tutional government. 
Nations May Define Policy. 

Paris, Oct. 25.—Exchanges. of views 
are taking place between various Euro- 
pean powers possessing large economic 
interests in Mexico with the object of 
defining common policies there, espec- 
ially a joint attitude after. the elections. 

It is understood that the government 
at Washington will decline to recag- 
nize the result which the European 
governments might consider. provis- 
ienally desirable. 

Seriousness Over-estimated.

OVEN EXPLOSION KILLS 6; 
INJURES MANY OTHERS, 


While Being Enamelled in Six Story | 
New York Building Fatality 
Occurs, : 


New York, Oct. 25——A gas oven in 
which metai was. being enamelled, on 
the top floor of a six-story factory 
building in Canal street exploded to- 
day, killing six persons, More than a 
score of others were injured or burned 
in tho fire that succeeded the explos- 
ion, and some of them may die. The 
identity of the dead was not -known, 
many hours after the bodies had been 
removed to the morgue. Three of the 
killed were women. All were workers 
in the building. 

Searck lights played on the ruins to- 
night while firemen sought for more 
bodies, which it was thought, might 
have been overlooked when entry was 
effected after the flames had been 
brought under control, but at 9 o'clock | 
after six bodies had been removed, it 
was believed all the dead had been 
found. The district “attorney's office 
began investigation. About 200 persons 
were employed in the building, which 
was occupled by manufacturers” of 
machinery, mirrors, clothing and other 
goods, 

The escape of some of the trapped | 
workers was spectacular, With, thoi | 
clothing ablaze, they climbed out 
through flame-swept windows onto tire | 
escapes and leaped to the sidewalks. 
Many were badly injured by the drop 
from upper floors. Spectators beat out 
the flames from their clothing and 
sayed them from burning to death.

UST now we are fairly overwhelmed 
J with the displays of beautiful 
fabrics, with new models that 

are temptingly offered and with daily 
telegrams that tell what Paris has to 
show. No less an authority than M. 
Poiret in a printed interview urges 
upon womankind the necessity for 
care and discrimination, He asserts 
that to be well dressed, one must be 
fittingly dressed and that every other 
consideration must be made sub- 
servient to the personel. Never has 
there been greater need that such truth 
should be burned into the mind than 
at the present moment, for, while 
there is much that isravishingly beau- 
tiful, there are many dangers for the 
unwary. Fashion always considers 
the svelte figure in making her models. 
Since by no means all of us are built 
on such lines, it behooves each to 
study herself and to demand such 
adaptation as her own needs require.

Money Stringency One of the 
Principal Reasons for This 
State of Affairs: 


If Oil Should Supersede Coal 
Continuous.Supply Would 
Be Necessary,

Mr, ‘frill is on a holiday, and he 18 
taking it rather after the fashion of 
the bus driver who spent his half holi- 
day riding on the bus with the friend 
who was talking his. place. | Having 
become thoroughly interested in the 
miurketing of fruit in B. C., Mr Trill} 
is looking into what is being done in 
Winnipeg. In the course of an inter- 
view he said: 

1 find there have been about 2380 
carloads of Ontario fruit received 
here to date this*season for consump- 
tion in Winnipeg and western points, 
The receipis from B, C. are practically 
negligible. Two or three cars of crabs 
have been brought in’ from western 
Canada, and there iS a shipment of 
nine cars of apples from Kermeos, B. | 
C., in sight, but these, with the excep- 
tion of express shipments of plums and 
celery, forms the total of British 
Columbia fruit on the Winnipeg mar- 
ket. 

Decrease in Consumption. 

There fs a marked decrease in the 
consumption of fruit in the west this 
year. Whereas 1,900 cars from Can- 
adian points were disposed of in. this 
part of the country last year, it is 
estimated that not more than 700 cars 
will be required to supply this year's 
demand, The! financial stringency is 
said to have caused the consumers to 
regard frujt in the light of a luxury, 
and there is very little demand ¢ for 
high priced fruit, 

B. C, Fruit Scarce. 

The scarcity of fruit from British 
Columbia» may be accounted for by

The consumption of berries also has 
been lighter this season, In 1912 
about 50 cars were used; this year 
only between 85 and 40 cars were 
brought in, This includes. raspberries, 
strawberries, blackberries; ete, all of 
which came in from across the line.

WELLS IN BRITISH EMPIRE 


United States Occupies Com- 
manding Position as the 
Largest Producer, 


Several times within the last year the 
First Lord of the British Admiralty has 
referred to the anxious search betag con- 
ducted by British naval authorities for oll 
Melds within the Empire, If it should 
rapldly supersede coal as fuel for the 
largest battleships and cruisers, as well as 
torpedo-boat destroyers and — other 
small craft here economy of space is 
invaluable, the assvrance of Lritish 
naval supremacy might soon | depend 
npon facilities for getting a continuous 
supply. Reports from the Admiralty 
indicate that oil is being bought in the 
commercial markets of the world in’ large 
quantities, and placed in storage as are: 
serve against’ contingencies, In. the mean- 
lime, agents of the Admiralty are scouring 
British possessions tn. every. part of the 
World for traces of possible oil fields. | In 
Alberta, for instance, the oll discoveries 
are’ being watched mast keenly, in 
Neeria the Imperial authorities recently 
had occasion to step in and prohibit Ameri- 
can agents, presumably representing — the 
Standard OU, from acquiring | promising 
oll lands, When oil fields were located in 
New Guinea, northwest of Australia, Brit- 
ish agents were on the spot to take note 
of what was discovered, An American oil 
scout who has recently returned to the 
United States says that last year he met 
a British expert in’ Borneo who had’ spent 
several seasons prospecting in Australia on 
behalf of the Admiralty, and later. he en- 
countered another in Egypt, who claimed 
to have found Little in the Soudan, Uganda, 
Rhodesia, or South Africa,. : 

What the Admiralty Has Found 

But though most of the dominions and 
pessessions in the Empire have shown little 
promise, lt would be quite erroneous to 
suppose that the Admifalty has not made 
considerable, headway in locating oll, The 
ehler fleld is the Yenangyaung, in Burmah, 
tbout half-way between Rangoon and Man- 


dalay, The refineries at Syriam, near 
fangoon, are reached by pipeline 275 miles 
long, ~ This field produces about 7,000,- 


000 Darrels a year, It ts a falrly old one, 
and its production has been statlonary for 
some years, It does not hold out great 
promise of ever becoming ano Important 
competitor of the zreat oil districts of 
North America, Europe or the East Indies, 
though it is’ important enough to. have 
excited the cupidity of John D, Rockefeller 
md his assoclates, But fairly encouraging 
prosp have been located in British 
Malaysia. In Sarawak-—a_ proteectorate— 
and in Labtan, a Crown. colony under the 
Strats Settiement Government, wells’ have 
been driven to oil at several points, Avhie 
prouitsing showings have been found-quite 
recently fn British North Borneo and in 
Papua, In Southern Persia a British com- 
pany has been engaged for several’ years 
in developing an oil fleld of Jarge promise. 
This field is ine what has been delimited 
as a Beitish sphere, and in case of need 
could undoubtedly be taken by Britain. 
Several hundred wells are being pumped 
here, and the ofl piped forty miles to the 
Versian” Gulf, where gtanks -and— shipping 
facilities have been provided, 
World Navies Badly Off 

But the oll needs of the British navy are 
of greater capacity than could de filled by 
the supplies so far forthcoming from Brit- 
Ish territory, If the coal-using era were 
suddenty to end, the British Admiralty 
would be practically dependent upon. the 
United States and Russia for the power 
to move {ts fleets, There is the satis- 
faction, Of course, that the navies of 
Germany, Austria and Italy would be in 
a worse position. The Roumantan oil fields 
might be a prize for Austria, but though 
Hussia has in the Caucasian area the second 
greatest oll district of the world, tt would 
ircely be agreeable to let Germany's ally 
gain control of Rourmanian sources, Neither 
Germany nor Itaty has colonies producing 
oll, It is granted by strategists that in 
the event of a general Eurepean war oc- 
enering after the oll-burning era has 
further left behind that of coal-burning, the 
fields te the Duteh East Indies, ehlefly in 
Sumatra and Borneo, would be a prize 
worth contending for, The alliance with 
Japan would here seem to give Britain a 
superior ebanece of obtaining control of the 
output from these fields, unless Japan 
were to require their output for her own 
use, Of course, the conveyance of oil 
from Sumatra or Borneo, or, for that mat- 
ter, India, to Admiralty depots in the United 
hingdom in war-time would not be easy, 
More probably supplies would be of ciilef 
use tn fueling the Paciffe squadrens, 

Commanding Position of the U,8, 

The United States is the world's larwest 
ol producer, 1S yearly output being about 
220,009,000 barrels, or 70 per cent, of the 
entire yield. This dominant position) en- 
sures to the American navy at Jeast a re- 
markable national reserve, If Nussia had 
a fleet worthy of the name it would als* 
de fn a position of pecullar vantage; but 
the Czar’s Ministers have not yet succeeded 
in making good the losses sustained in the 
Japaneese War, The chief national use of 
the famous Baku ofl area, adjoining the 
Casplan Sea, has been to bring about. the 
exclusive use of olf as fuel upon the

Washington —The United States inint 
at San Francisco has been robbed, although 
it 1s believed the amount. taken’ js small, 
[t will require a dollar-by-dollar count of 
the $61,000,000 of silver stored there to 
discover the exact loss, 

Only $7 has been found to be mil 
up to this time, but the circumstances 
cate that the sum wilt. be fncreased, 
George E, Roberts, director of the mint 
sald today undoubtedly that there had been 
a scheme or petty pilfering but he was 
confident no great amount had been stolen, 
The stealing, he added, was from the great 
Stock of silver dollars stored in bays of 
one each, In a few of these bags it was 
found that one..or. two dollars: had een 
taken and fron washers substituted, 

The small amounts stolen from each hag 
led Mr, Roberts to believe that the wets 
had not been “extensive, 

The count of coin at San Franelsco now 
In progress was undertaken in accordanco 
with custom to verify the accounts on te 
assumption of the superintendency of the 
mint by T. W, H, Shanahan, recently ap- 
pointed to succeed Francis Leach, Usually 
a few bags of silver are counted and 
welghed and the remainder weilglied against 
them, Undoubtedly the thief expected the 
fron washers to balance the weight, 

Mr, Roberts thinks the money probably 
was stolen some years ago, When the silver 
was placed in the sacks.
